The Board of Guardians of this Union have not put either boys or girls to service or to trades. Those who 
have gone to either, left the house voluntarily. 

No wages. One boy apprenticed. Three boys went out for clothing, diet and lodging. 

The boy and girl sent out to service have no wages ; they are supplied with clothing by masters. 

There were no children under 16 years of age sent out to service from this workhouse since it was opened, 
and very few adults have been employed for that purpose. 

There were four boys in the workhouse at shoemaking from 1st November 1843 up to May 1844, but not 
employed since. 

No children sent out to service. 

No trades carried on in this workhouse. 

The workhouse of this Union opened for the reception of paupers 18th November 1844. 

The children generally return to the workhouse for want of sufficient clothing of their own. 

Boys bound apprentices, mostly to shoemakers and tailors ; the masters obliged to find them in clothing, 
diet washing and lodging, with medical attendance, if necessary, but no wages mentioned. The girls 
mostly bound as servants under the same obligation as boys. No children sent out of the house to service 
with the intention of being taken hack into the house again. 

No master shoemaker or tailor in this workhouse. 

Several paupers have left the house to go to service, on the recommendation of the officers ; but none ever 
sent by the Board to trade or service. 

Boys and girls have not been apprenticed, nor taken out for any limited time. 

The Board of Guardians have not, since the workhouse was opened to the present time, sent children, 
either male or female, out to service, and there has been no trade carried on in the workhouse during that 
period whereby the inmate hoys could have acquired any knowledge in that way. 

The Board of Guardians of this Union decline taking children back from service, unless by their bringing 
a certificate of good conduct from their employers, as the Board are of opinion, by their acting otherwise, 
they would not remain in their place, being habituated to idleness. 

No children out iu 1842. 

Employment in this neighbourhood is so bad, the farmer can have a servant for a sum scarcely sufficient to 
purchase clothing. 

This return canno t be made altogether correct, as there was not an exact account taken of the children sent 
out to service. 

There are no trades taught in the house ; there are many boys fit for trades, hut no master will take them 
without a fee.

- The boys and girls (under 15 years) sent out to service have been hired only for three months, which is the 
time considered as “ completing their term of service.” Such of them as bail been afterwards sent out to 
service have been included in the return as many times as they have been so sent out. 

. The Board of Guardians did not send any children out to service from the workhouse in the years 1842, 
1843 and 1844 In the year 1843 a boy, then 14 years old, was bound apprentice by the Guardians to a 
shoemaker, but he does not receive any wages. 

. « Note to return, by order of the Board of Guardians on the 6th March 1846 : — That it be an instruction to 
our clerk that he shall state to Parliament, in answering their Order of the 25th ultimo, that the Board 
have not apprenticed any child, either male or female, on account of the terms of the Act and the order 
of the Poor Law Commissioners, namely, that the Board shall not give out-door relief, which is carried 
so far as to debaT the Guardians from giving money as apprentice fees or clothing for tlio many children 
who are without clothing, and therefore cannot go out to service, and being without clothing or money to 
pay an apprentice fee, cannot he put out as apprentices.” 

Note . — No order has been issued by the Commissioners to the effect above stated. 

- Two boys are indentured, one to a tailor, one to a shomaker, to be clothed by their masters. One boy at 

service received clothes as a liquidation for first quarter’s service, and after to get a certain sum per year. 
Females same as latter. 

- The return given in the Table was supplied by the clerk to the Board of Guardians : subsequently to the 

receipt thereof a supplementary return was sent up by direction of the Board of Guardians, in which no 
numbers were inserted in the columns relating to children sent out to service ; hut the following observa- 
tions were made in the return : — “ The Guardians have sent no children out ; the law in Ireland gives 
them no power to do so ; a few children have voluntarily left the house to go to service, but quite inde- 
pendent of any act of the Guardians. The Guardians consider it would be very desirable that toy 
should have power by law' to apprentice out children to trade, and also to service, without fees ; if to« 
was such power, many children could be well disposed of.” tl C. A. Walker, Chairman.

- There have never been any children sent to service by the Guardians, but the master has sent those here 

stated to service to proper persons making application to him ; there is very little employment for persons 
of the age stated in this neighbourhood, and in many cases they receive no wages. 

- The five hoys have been apprenticed, with the consent of their parents, for five years. 

- Five boys were receiving instructions in shoemaking while a shoemaker was engaged (about three montlia)in 

repairing and making shoes in the workhouse. None of them were acquiring a knowledge of the tra 
on the 25th February 1845. 

- There never has been a trade of any description introduced into this workhouse, No children sent out 

servico. 

- Boys having been indentured, got no wages. 

- There have been several adult persons taken out for service during the periods stated. 

- Wages “ not stated.’’ No record of boys or girls put out to service, or who left the house for the purpW 

kept by the master. 

- Workhouse not open till February 1845. 

- Several hoys who got very handy at trades, viz. at shoemaking and tailoring, left the workhouse, an 0 

masters very soon, who took them as apprentices. 

- In addition to the wages stated, the boys and girls sent out received diet, washing and lodging. Seven .

There were no wages required by the Guardians, nor would they be given. No specified time named for 
completing then- service, only whilst they conducted themselves. Many of them, after getting clothes 
from their masters, ran away from them. 

Two boys were discharged on the 24th February 1846, who had been receiving instructions, and they have 
since been replaced by three others. 

Twelve of the above number of boys having got a knowledge of shoemaking and tailoring, were taken out 
by tradesmen, but allowed no wages.

a Returned to workhouse, not being able to do the work laid out for them ; these were orphans ; one is still 
in the house ; the other left a short time since, being over 16 years of age ; she is now m service. 

No trade taught as yet. Boys all attending school. 

» The girl sent out in 1843 returned in 1844, being found unequal for the work required of her ; she did 
not misconduct herself nor quarrel with her master. She was sent out again, and continued in her place 
till the close of the year 1844. 

Several boys and gii'ls, who left the workhouse with their parents, afterwards procured employment, who, 
previously to entering the workhouse, never sought for any employment, but spent their time as’ men- 
dicants. 

A tailor and shoemaker have been employed to instruct the boys, commencing from this dav, 10th March 
1845. 

There was no agreement made by the Guardians for wages, as all the children in this Return were dis- 
charged with their parents, who stated they had procured places for them. It was the parents, and not 
the Guardians, who made the agreement with the parties. 

In reference to the “ number of children returned on completing their term of service,” there is no guaran- 
tee or agreement entered into between the Guardians and the persons taking children out of the work- 
house, as the authority of the Guardians ceases on such children leaving the house ; all the Guardians 
can do is to see, as far as possible, that the children are given to proper persons.

* These two hoys returned to workhouse, for hands being contracted. b These two girls returned, for 
being stupid. c This girl returned to house on account of the death of her mistress. Guardians not 
thinking it right she should remain. 

The Board do not permit the boys to learn any trade in the workhouse ; they cannot retain them in it, and 
it is believed that the boys would leave as soon as they got a slight knowledge of a trade, and thereby 
injure themselves and the regular tradesmen outside who have been supporting them. They are made 
to break stones and work on the workhouse grounds. We could send out (as apprentices to weaving) 
almost any number of boys, from the ages of 12 to 15 years. The people prefer taking them from the 
workhouse with the master’s recommendation to having them direct from their parents ; in fact they 
would not take them from the pauper parents on any account. 
a These two children were sent out a qecond time in 1844, and consequently only two returned to the 
workhouse permanently. 

Extract from letter from present clerk of Union “ Being only recently appointed to my present office, I 
applied to the master for the required information, ana he states that there are no means of giving it, 
inasmuch as such inmates as were sent out to service were entered in the books as discharged, and no 
further record of them kept.” 

a There was no stipulated agreement on the part of the employers as regards wages to the children during 
the years 1842 and 1843, the terms of agreement being food and clothing during good behaviour. 
a The boy was to get his meat and clothes. There was only one boy sent out by the Guardians since the 
opening of the workhouse, but there were others, both boys and girls, who either went out of their own 
accord, or went out by them parents’ directions, who were in the workhouse, or were brought out by 
their friends. The Guardians, at their meeting on the 6th instant, appointed a tailor or shoemaker to 
teach the hoys those trades, hut they have not commenced yet. — 10th March 1845. 
a This number is exclusive of three boys (average age 13) who enlisted into the 53d regiment of foot. 
b This boy went out in 1843, returned in 1844, and soon after enlisted. 

Cannot say any thing about wages, as no record has been kept. 

These two children were not sent to service by the Guardians ; they hired of their own free will. 

The boys and girls hired out from the Union workhouse had no specified wages in money, but were to be 
fed, lodged and clothed by their masters or mistresses. 

Of the four who returned on account of sickness, three have again gone out to service. Of the 17 who 
returned on account of misconduct or quarrel with employer, 14 have again found masters, and there 
have been no complaints against them since ; and of the nine who returned after completing their term 
of service, three only remain in the workhouse, the other six having again found employment. 

Demand for servants, at certain periods, greater than the workhouse can supply. A class of tailors were 
receiving instruction some time since, but the teacher, a pauper, leaving the house, the class was discon- 
tinued. 

The girl who returned in 1842 died since of consumption. 

The Clogher workhouse was not opened until March 1844, and no pauper was hired out from it in that, 
year, hut we have had three boys hired out-in 1846. 

There has been, and still continues to be, a great number of applications for servants from this workhouse, 
which the master has not been able to attend to, owing to the children being too young. 
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
